Representative McFarland has a bill iii the Legislature 
providing to r a broadening of the pov. t rs of the State i 
Board to ]h rmit equalization of ad valorem taxes for State 
purposes. 
In support of his contention he cites a number 
of figures showing the wide variation in the valuations fix­ 
ed on property of the same value. 
Not only is that true, but th e n is no uniformity of policy 
with regard to assessment of certain forms of property. 
In 
some localities certain kinds of live stock are not assessed. 
in others no < ffort is made to assess automobiles or other 
form s of personal property. 
Mr. McFarland says there are 
a t least two million head of cattle in Texas not assessed and 
the valuation on cattle varies from 50 cents to $15 per head. 
In order to correct these inequalities it is proposed to em­ 
power the State Tax Board to equalize the values and to 
compel the assessment of all kinds of property subject to 
taxation.
